OR. MANUEL AMADOR DEAD 


First President of P an am a Dies After 
Lin gering Illness. 
Panama, May 3.—Dr. Manuel Am a­ 
dor, first presid ent of the republic of 
Panam a, died here after a lingering 
Illness. 
He 
was seventy-five years 
old. 
Manuel 
A m ador 
was one of the 
prim e m overs In the revolution 
in 
1903 against Colombia, which led to 
the Independent ' of Panam a. 
He was 
bcrn at C artagena and early in life 
engaged In com m ercial business. 
La­ 
ter he b« gan the practice of medicine, 
finally becoming one of the eminent 
physicians of his country. 
In 1896 much against his will, lie 
w as nom inated and elected to the 
presidency of the state of Panam a. He 
n« ver took office, for .i Liberal revolu­ 
tion was sta rt' d and succeeded b e f o r e 
his Inauguration. A fterward he stead­ 
fastly refused to accept high political 
office and when at last, he was chosen 
president of the republic of Panam a 
the honor came to him unsought. 
Dr A m ador prior to the last presi­ 
dential election declined renom lnatlon. 
Im m ediately a fte r P anam a asserted 
its Independence on Nov. 4. 190:’». it 
was recognized by the United States.

Constantinople, May 3.—Marines in 
the 
Kassim 
barracks,

various ports. 
The marines belong to the old disaf­ 
fected garrison and, although they had 
nominally surrendered, were in an 
ugly mood. 
They were easily per­ 
suaded by agitators to make an armed 
protest against exile from the capital. 
When the American ambassador. 
Mr. Irishm an, looked out of his bed­ 
room window in the morning, he ob­ 
served a battery of mountain howit­ 
zers occupying a commanding position 
on a terrace near the embassy. 
F ur­ 
ther up field pieces had been sta­ 
tioned, while battalions of infantry 
were Spread out through the Turkish 
cemetery and on the slope overlooking 
the Golden Horn. 
General Schefket.' 
commander of the forces, lost no time 
in bringing the mutineers to term s 
After they had surrendered, he said: 
“It was the last flicker of resis­ 
tance. 
After we had disposed sev­ 
eral* battalions of troops and some 
batteries within easy range of the 
barracks, we inquired which it was 
to be, obedience to order or the fate 
of their comrades in the Taxim arsen- j 
a1. 
Tile white flag was then hoisted ' 
on the barracks. 
“I do not blame the men for the 
mutiny.” added General Schefket. 
“It 
was the work of a few ringleaders. We 
are now sorting them out for court­ 
martial.” 
Palace Treasures Inventoried. 
Treasures of the palace of Yildiz 
are being inventoried by a parliamen- . 
tary commission. 
Abdul Hamid thirty j 
years ago took the open hilly pastures 
and gradually transformed them into 
gardens, among which he constructed 
pavilions for himself, his wives, his 
children 
and 
palace 
favorites. 
He 
gathered there an immense variety of 
objects of art and luxury, services of 
silver and gold, French and Oriental 
carpets, Greek sculptures taken from 
the museums of Constantinople, pres­ 
ents from most of the sovereigns of 
Europe and gifts from wealthy sub­ 
jects. 
Within the walls of the palace 
are artificial lakes, a zoological gar­ 
den, with a specially fine collection 
of giraffes, various breeds of camels 
and rare birds, and an automobile 
course. 
Art objects taken from museums 
will be returned; furniture, rugs, por­ 
celains and jewels will be distribute d 
to ather palaces, the new 
sultan. 
Mehmed V., taking the choice of these 
for the Dolmabagtsche palace, which 
he is occupying. 
A particular search 
Is being made for hoards of cash Ab­ 
dul Hamid is reported to have always 
had on hand. 
He also had great sums 
invested abroad. 
None, however, has 
been found as yet, although the for­ 
mer sultan must have had at least a 
few hundred thousand pounds in the 
domestic exchequer. 
Sultan Mehmed V. 
kept himself 
somewhat in retirement since he re­ 
placed his brother on the throne. 
He 
drove out to his country house and 
was warmly cheered. 
L arge crowds 
had gathered to watch his return to 
the palace and the sultan was given 
an ovation which seemed to please 
him greatly. 


First President of Panama Dies A fter 
Lingering Illness. 
Panama, May 3.—Dr. Manuel Ama­ 
dor, first president of the republic of 
Panama, died here after a lingering 
Illness. 
He 
was 
seventy-five 
years 
old. 
Manuel Amador was one of tho 
prime movers In the revolution in 
1903 against Colombia, which led to 
the independence of Panama. 
He was 
bern at Cartagena and early In life 
engaged In commercial business. 
La­ 
ter he began the practice of medicine, 
finally becoming one of the eminent 
physicians of his country. 
In 1896 much against his will, he 
was nominated and elected to the 
presidency of the state of Panama. He 
never took office, for a Liberal revolu­ 
tion was started and succeeded before 
his inauguration. Afterward he stead­ 
fastly refused to accept high political 
office and when at last he was chosen 
president of the republic of Panama 
the honor came to him unsought. 
Dr Amador prior to the last presi­ 
dential election declined renomination. 
Immediately after Panama asserted 
Its independence on Nov. 4. 1903, It 
was recognized by the United States. 
Fourteen days later a treaty was 
signed which permitted the building 
and maintenance of the Panama canal. 


Sheridan Sets New Record. 
New' York, April 3.—Martin J. Sheri­ 
dan of the Irish-American Athletic 
club made a new record by throwing 
the Olympic discus, free style, from 
a seven-foot circle 138 feet. 6 inches 
at the Pastime Athletic club grounds. 
The previous record of 132 feet, I 
inch was made in last year’s national 
championship at Traverse island by 
W. F. Hoer.

Hurrying to the scene he was able 
to carry out the body of Mrs. Mursu 
Just before the roof of the house fell 
In. 
She was breathing, but w’as un­ 
conscious and never revived, dying in 
a short time. 
Tho body of Mrs. Kuha was soon 
taken from tho ashes of the house. It 
was so badly burned that identifica­ 
tion was difficult. 
It was at first sup­ 
posed the house had been set on fire 
accidentally and the women had per­ 
ished of burns; but a closer examina­ 
tion of the bodies showed that, the 
skull of Mrs. Mur3u had been crushed 
in by some heavy, blunt instrument. 
Peter Turssivainen, a middle aged 
Finn, was arrested on suspicion of 
having committed the crime.

Washington, 
May 
SA—The 
senate 
tariff bill, in the section which deals 
with the maximum proposition, has, 
in the judgment of tariff experts, one 
Important feature. It practically vests 
in the president the power to declare 
a tariff war against any nation or to 
refrain from any such war. 
It Is 
given to him to decide whether any 
nation is discriminating against the 
products of the United States in its 
system of duties. 
This permits the i 
government, through the state depart- j 
ment and other agencies provided by 
law’, to make agreements with othei 
nations as to trade and tariff cooees 
sions which can be made effective by 
a proclamation of the president with­ 
out the necessity of legislation or 
treaty agreement. 
Iii this way delay can be obviated 
which would necessarily follow sub 
mission to congress or to the senate 
of 
any 
proposition 
requiring 
such 
sanction and approval before putting 
it into effect. 
The bill, it is explained, authorizes 
the president to employ at his discre­ 
tion any persons to obtain information 
to assist him in the discharge of those 
duties, which would mean that he can 
appoint commissioners representing 
the United States to go abroad and 
make agreements with foreign, n a ­ 
tions. 
At the same time attention is paid 
to the wishes of those who are not in 
favor of reciprocal agreements of any 
kind. The proposition makes it im­ 
possible to have any rate established 
lower than the rate In the tariff law. 
Any change in the case of any n a­ 
tion must be a change In the way of 
higher duties. 
No amount of bargain­ 
ing or concession can secure for any 
country any reduction in the tariff 
law. 


TO ENFORCE 
REGULATIONS 


United 
States 
and 
Canada to

o p e ra te on Boundary W aters. 
Ottawa, Ont., May 3.—The draft of 
the uniform fisheries regulations gov­ 
erning the boundary waters between 
Canada and the United States under 
the terms of the treaty passed last 
spring as prepared during the past 
six months by the two commissioners, 
Profossor E. 
E. 
Prince, 
Dominion 
fisheries commissioner, and President 
David Starr Jordan of Leland S tan­ 
ford university, representing the U nit­ 
ed States, has been received in Ot­ 
tawa from Palo Alto, Cal., where the 
commissioners have just completed 
their work. 
The result will be the ob­ 
servance by the United States and 
Canadian fishermen of the regulations 
contended for by Canada in the treaty 
waters from th e Atlantic to the P a ­ 
cific. 
There w aters include the area 
of w’aters at the mouth of the St. 
Croix river, the St. John river, where 
it forms the boundary between Maine 
and New Brunswick, Lake Champlain. 
I,ake Memphramagog, the Great Lakes 
from Cornwall westward and the wa­ 
ters of Juan de Fuea strait and Pug-': 
sound. 
Under 
the 
regulations 
as 
now 
agreed upon, the United States gov­ 
ernment will appoint a federal protec­ 
tion staff, with headquarters at W ash­ 
ington, D. C., which will correspond 
to the Canadian fisheries protection 
services with headquarters at Otta- 
wTa. 
These two services will co-ope­ 
rate in enforcing the uniform regula­ 
tions in all the waters covered by the 
treaty.
